We've seen nothing special in the 
way of fighting. Last night we had to 
take some treneh supports up to a 
certain chateau which is in this vicini- 
ty and is almost as near the front as 
we ever go, which means up to the 
farthest-to-the-rear artillery lines. The 
chateau is bombarded usually in the 
evenings, but the French artillery 
seemed to make more noise than the 
arrives or German shells a few of which 
landed within a couple of hundred yards. 

The most interesting thing' to do is 
to stop on the way to the Chateau, 
where we go often, and climb a ridge 
on the right of the road which gives 
a good view of the lines as we can get 
from the rear. The Germans shell the 
ndge at about fifteen minute interval?

usually tlfe French batteries reply. The 
German shells make quite a noise and 
air concussion, if they land close enough 
and it is very fascinating.

Considering Utility and Other Things 




We may Inaugurate our spring out- 
fitting as we will—usually It begins 
with the purchase of a coat for gen- 
eral wear— but we cannot finish with- 
out acquiring this mainstay of the 
wardrobe. For three seasons cloths 
and colors have made the streets more 
cheerful; they have been beautiful 
enough to tenvpt extravagance. There 
has been a generous sprinkling of gay- 
er colors among the dark grays and 
blues and browns that seem to be 
so closely associated with the thought 
of utility clothes In the minds of most 
people. 

The spring coats are privileged to 
use enough woolen stuffs to make 
them anywhere from 45 to 48 inches 
long, and comfortably full at the bot- 
tom, nevertheless the best models are 
those that follow the straight and nar- 
row patli of wool conservation. Col- 
lars are not as large as they wera, nl- 
though there are many modelstwith 
convertible collars that may betoorn 
close up about the throat. Ove;-col- 



iars of brocaded or embroidered silk or 
novelty weaves in cotton are a means 
for securing variety. Belts are nnr- 
row and pinin. Small collars end- 
ing In scarf ends or throws for the 
neck, which may be of the same cloth 
as the coat or of a different material, 
are among the spring innovations. 

Wool veiours, gaberdine, serge, Bur- 
ella cloth and novelty woolen fabrics, 
in good grades, are the materials used. 
Some models feature a combination 
of silk and wool, with wide bandings 
of wool on silk skirts or inlays of siik. 
But women will hardly consider it eco- 
nomical to buy utility coats of any- 
thing less hardy than reliable woolen 
weaves. 

Two tasteful spring coats of wool 
velours are shown in the illustration. 
They portray the styles and are made 
in some of the novelty as well as sta- 
ple colors. Khaki, Copenhagen, Pe- 
king, light tan, rnnpberry, enliven the 
navy, black, clay and taupe of the 
darker models. 




The Red Cross, the American Fund 
for French Wounded, and other war 
relief societies are co-operating 
France to care for the French and ] 
gtan women who are now being driven 
back Into their own countries after 
their deportation Into Germany. It 
Is reported that they are in rags and 
destitute, and the relief societies are 
doing aii they can to fit them out with 
the bare necessities and decencies of 
life. The Chicago Tribune makes the 
following appeal: 

"To give the required help the 
American Fund for French Wounded, 
60 East Washington street, Chicago, 
has devised a Martha Washington kit 
The kits are to be sent at once to 
France, and each refugee as she makes 
her weary way back to her beloved 
land Is to be given one of them. The 
directions for these kits follow: 

"The cost of these kits Is to bo kept 
within 54. One yard of shirting will 
make the bag. The width of tlio goods 
makes the length of the bag. it is run 
up on the machine. The bag is French 
seamed with the last seam on the out- 
side all the way around. Turn in the 
bag at the top two inches, with one 
Inch heading— and an Inch casing for 
the tape. There Is a double draw- 
string of tape. When the bag | s pack- 
ed the free end Is neatly doubled 
over and pinned down with two safety 
pins at the back, making it compact 
and safe for shipment. 

••The kit contains the following arti- 
cles, some of which may be made at 
home or purchased as the furnisher 
of the kit desires: 

"One canton flannel nightgown. 

"One heavy chemise. 

"One pair of drawers. 

"One pair of black stockings and one 
pair of white. 

"One rough towel. 

"One washcloth. 

"One comb. 

"One cake of soap. 

"A 'housewife,' which contains one 
spool of white, and one of black 
thread, black darning cotton, thimble, 
six safety pins, dozen assorted but- 
tons, one and one-hnif yards of tape, 
five needles, hairpins, plain pins. And 
in the 'housewife* Is a card stating 
that this Is a Martha Washington kit 
sent In memory of Mrs. Washington, 
who was a friend of Lafayette. 

"In each kit a stamped, addressed 
Niveiope Is put so that the one who 



receives the gift may acknowledge It 
to the sender. A personal word of 
cheer and hope and friendliness may 
be inclosed, too, if the sender wishes.

The sleeves are cut upon a full 
bishop pattern, and the tight cuffs are 
laced at the outer edge by the same 
narrow black velvet.

All of the officers 
and most of the men nre French, but 
there are also some regiments com- 
posed of native troops from France's 
largest and most Important colonics. 

Some time ago the workers at the 
Nancy depot of the American Fund for 
French Wounded took supplies nnd 
comfort bags to two of their field am- 
bulances. The gifts were greatly ap- 
preciated and on a return visit the 
American workers had the pleasure of 
seeing the wounded men arrayed In 
some of their nicest pajnmas and hos- 
pital shirts, looking warm and com- 
fortable. The doctors were loud in 
their praises and very grateful for the 
dressings and other things taken out, 
all of which were being used to good 
advantage. 

This small eulogy Is merely a pre- 
face that one may better understand 
the committee's feelings when an invi- 
tation came from General D ask- 
ing them to lunch at his headquarters, 
which are in a small village some four 
miles back of the lines lu a quaint old 
farmhouse with n big courtyard 1n 
front. Here the regimental- band was 
drawn up to greet them with a fan- 
fare on their arrival. They continued I 
to play throughout lunch, music quite 
unlike the usual military music, for 
they use their native Instruments, 
mostly wind and of wood, and play 
weird, haunting melodies In a minor i 
key. There Is a touch of sadness in 
them and the call of the East as well. 
A Sheep Roasted Whole. 

After the Americans had been wel- 
comed by the general and Ids staff. | 
Inncheon was served, mid :i "wonderful 
meal It was, for they Introduced us to 
several -native dishes, such us "kous- 
ious" and a whole roasted sheep that 
iwo soldiers carried around the table 
for the visitors to see and admire be- 
fore It was cut up and served. An 
arah cook had received twenty-four 
iours leave from the trenches to come 
ind prepare It In true Arab fashion. 
Hie sweet was a work of art made by 
i "Pollu" who, In prewar days was the 
;hef In a big pastry shop In Lyons. 

Flowers and fruit decked the table, 
ind even menu cards were not lacking, 
(n fact they were of especial Interest, 
.■harming watercolor sketches of the 
'arlous types of French soldier, from 
he old Territorial down to the debo- 
mlr Colonial. They were the work of 
ine of the companies nf this division 
ind had been fighting for France shico 
he first days of the war. 

After luncheon the Americans were 
nvlted to attend u musical review 
rrttten by one nf the officer*. It was 
dven In a barracks at one end of which 
he stnee was erected. Then came the 
•reheat ra, well filled with soldier mu- 
dciuns. a. few chairs for the "honored 
{uestsVand after that row* of benches. 
It was u full house. The singing iiuil 
ictlng were all done by the soldiers, 
ind It wiih extraordinary how much 
inlent and ability they displayed. 
Warm Pratse for Americans. 

If this especial soldier troupe should 
ever decide to tour the States our .Mask 
and Wig and Hasty Pudding clubs 
would Imve to look to tlielr In Uriels. In 
the lust act n warm tribute was paid 
to the United States. They spoke not 
only of the nephews Uncle Sunt was 
sending to help win the fljclit for Jus- 
tice and right, but also of their Ameri- 
can sisters who, since the first days of 
war, have done so much to help lighten 
the heavy load that France Is bearing. 

The scene was the Blatue of Liberty 



with several American soldiers stand- 
ing guard. Only Liberty was such n 
tall goddess that her (or rather his) 
head was lost In the clouds and she 
(he) had to skip off her (his) pedestal 
to be seen. 

The general had Invited all the chil- 
dren of the village to be present nnd 
they were Installed on either side of 
the orchestra. The prefect and his 
family had provided a toy and the 
American Fund for French Wounded a 
small American ting for ench child. 
These were distributed during one of 
the entr'actes and It was a joy to 
watch the sea of happy little faces on 
all sides. 

After the performance the Americans 
returned to hendquurters where a de- 
licious tea awaited them. Then came 
goodbys and they left feeling they had 
had a very wonderful day nnd were 
Indeed fortunate to be numbered 
aniong the friends of this band of 
heroes.

Albany, N. Y.— Everybody knows 
ahout the work being done by the Ited 
Cross, but not so ninny ure fumlirar 
with the Hed Star, uuother relief or- 
ganization that bus been brought Into 
existence by the war. The Itcd Star 
alms to do for horses what the Hed 
Cross Is doing for men, women and 
children— fighters uud clvllhins who 
ure feellug the effects of war. 

The American Red Star Animal Re- 
lief, which is the nflli-l.il title of the 
Hed Star, wns organized some time ago 
at the request of tin* secretary of war 
by American Ilautunc association. Dr.. 
William O. Stllliann. for 1'J years pres. 
blent of the latter orguulzutUm. Is di- 
rector general of the Hed Star. The 
national hcudutiartcrs Is at Albany. 

The American Hed Star proposes to 
follow the lead of the Itojlil Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals of ICnglnud, which has hospitals 
behind the battle Hues, equipped to 
care for 12,fi(Xl horses and has suc- 
ceeded lu curing Si per cent of the 
animals which were turned over to Us 
care by the Hritlsh veterinary corps. 
Before this relief work was started, 
horses Injured lu hitttle were shot at 
once, now they are given surgical aid 
and returned to the front when cured, 
it Is estimated that the work of this 
British society bus saved the llrttlsh 
government ?.'10,000,000 In horse flesh. 



I» IS est limited that of I he 4.500.000 
hordes on the battlefield of Europe, 
more thuu n million nnd u half nre 
from this country. These were ob- 
tained largely before the United States 
entered the war. when buyers for for- 
eign governments combed this country 
for animals. The horse still plays an 
Important part lu modern warfare. In 
spite of the growing use of motor- 
trucks, as there are many places 
where trucks cannot be used. 

In this connection, Ernest I. White, 
acting president of the New York State 
Breeders' association, bus issued an ap- 
peal to farmers and horsemen nil over 
the country to devote part of their at- 
tention to the breeding of horses suit- 
able to nrmy use. as their shnre la 
uldlng the government In ttie war.
